I am very ſorry that a Gentleman ſhould have given 
occaſion for any, Citizen to have ſaid fo much : but any 
thing concerning. his Highneſs had beer received hetrer 
from another hand than his, becauſe of the known 
Grudge. 

Next, as to the ſubje&t matter, he ſeems to be ver 
much offerided at the Citie's being LibelF'd in the Intelli- 
gencer , by ſaying that the Citie ſhould ſend to congratu- 
late his Highnefs his return : As -If it ere. ſuch an im- 
mortal ſtain to the reputation of the: Cite ;* never to be 
deleted ! I wonder it was never taken police of before. 
Had we congratulated him now, it had not been the firſt 
time, When he return'd from Sea , where he hazarded 
his life for the maintaining of out Trade? ; (which we are 
the gainers by) and had been in the heat 'of fight, where 
ſeveral Noble-men were killed about him, we could 
then congratulate him, as alſo did the Nation with a Pre- 
ſent. He did not want Honour or Preferment, to. do this 
for us. But we might have congratulated im, as he hath 
condeſcended to be a Member of us. 

If his Highneſs had.{o much malice in him as to neceſ. 
fitate. us to be upon our Guards in the nature propoſed, 
ſurely he would never have. ventur'd himſelf as a private 

Sea-man, for our ſervice. 
| Neither can I conceive any ſuch oreaf danger of our 
Religion, fince his Majeſtic is living, and well (God be 
thanked.) His Highneſs his Title may never happen. Be- 
ſides, the Afſembly of Parliament, .and our Members 
there, will take care of us in that point. 
; We ſpeak well of our King generally, although F am 
afraid there be ſome amongſt us that are ſorry they can't 
ſpeak otherwiſe , to further their deſi ignes of enflaving 
us under a parcel of FaGious and Ambitious fellows. 
 AndI hope there be yet perſons ſufficient amongſt us 
( upon difcovery of any ſuch deſignes,) to corre@& any 
ſort of Faction againſt the King, Laws, and Eſtabliſhed 
Goyernment, whether Popiſh, or any other predominant

among us. : for neither the one nor the other (T am af- 
ſured) optifift with the Freetthien of this Subject. 

We cry.out of Arbitrary Government ,, and I know 
not-what beſides , with which the Vulgar are amuſed : 
whilſt we in our Government in the Citie are the moſt 
onilty of Arbitrarineſs in the execution of ,the Laws that 
we be Judges of, of any body elle., For how many 
Thouſand pounds per anmim come into our Purſes by a 
Knack of chufing Sheriffs , in making choice of perſons 
whoſe occaſions we know will not permit them to ſerve 
that Office ; and then ; to excuſe them, we muſt have 
Four or five hundred | pound apiece ? with many ſuchlike 
Devices. "And, how many young Citizens have been un- 
done by moneys paid for coming on of or Liveries ; 
a Tax more conſiderable than twenty Publique Taxes for 
the ſupport of the Government ? Theſe things , be- 
ſides a great. number more, we have and ſhall finde will 
leſſen our Trade and Intereſt ;-elſe would not our houſes 
ſtand unlet, and our ſhops be nfl? d. 

When the King had thanked us for our Care in rai- 
ſing the Militia, and making the Citie a Garifon, for the 
preſervation. of his perſon: ; His Majeſtie told us he would 
take care of himſelf, yet this would not make us lay down 
our Arnis. - Nor ws I kiiow by what Law the Lieutenan- 
cie there can make us keep them up. *Tis true, the Lieu- 
tenancie themſelves , or we that are the principal meri, 
value not the Charge , being little to us, in compariſon 
of what it is to the poor Trades-men , who had more 
need be minding their buſineſs , than the o7 or their ſer- 
vants ſo employed , to the debauckery of the youth of 
the Citie. -And many of thoſe mean perſons that are 
forced to be at this intolerable charge, will be fit for no- 
thing, but toggive aſliſtance in any new Rebellion.
